STORES WERE BURNED BY

Suit Is Pending in the Court of 
Claims, and a Bill Was Intro- 
duced in Congress Yester- 
day by Congres man 
Livingston. 


Colonel Robert J. Lowry has _ taken 
Bieps in behalf of the heirs of the late 
William Markham, of this city, to g+« 
the United States government to pay 
them $247,110 for property taken and de- 
etroyed during the war. 

This property was some of the most 
Valuable in the city, and was burned at 
the time Sherman left Atlanta desolate 
in his march to the sea. 

Suit for the value of this property has 
alrea been instituted in the court of 
Claims, and in pursuance of the usual a 
bill was introduced in congress yester- 
day by Congressman L. F. Livingston 
providing for the payment of this claim. 

The property for which this claim is 
Made was in part as fclicws: 

The old Empire block between Hunter 
and Mitchell streets, on Whitehall, on 
which there were six stcres with a hotel 
above. et 

Five stores on the southwest corner of 
Whitehall and Alsbama streets. 

The old Washiagton hall property, the 
site of which was afterwards occupied by 
the Markham house. 

Five stores on the corner of Walton and 
Peachtree streets and five stores on Mari- 
etta street where Jacobs’ pharmacy 
now is. 

Besides the foregcing there-were severa) 
other stores and store houses in differ- 
cnt parts of the city which were destroy- 
ed in the general conflagration, the re- 
sult of the war. 

William Markh:m came to Atlanta in 
1£53, and at the time of the war was one 
of tha most extensive property owners 
in the city. In ccmmon with others, he 
Icst much of it in the fires lighted by 
Sherman, which swept away almost the 
whole city. He died about eleven: years 
ego. His daughter and son, Mrs. Robert 
J. Lowry and Marcellus Markham. of 
this city, are among the heirs to his 
estate, to whcm the fund will go if paid 
by the government. 

At the request of Colonel Lowry, Con- 
gressman Livingstcn has introduced a bill 
in the house which directs the secretary 
of the treasury to pay the amount of 
$247,110 to the heirs of the late William 
Markham in full settlement tor property 
belonging to him and destroyed by the 
United States forces after the surrender 
of Atlanta to Generay’ Sherman. 

It is not known how these claims will 
be viewed, but they will be pressed and 
an effort made to demonstrate that the 
government is obligated to pay them. 

The Bill Introduced. 

An account of the bill introduced by 
Colonel Livingsten is given in the follow- 
ing special to The Constitution from 
Washington 

Washington, January 10.—(Special.)—The 
heirs of the late Willit:n Markham, of 
Atlanta, are seeking to make the govern- 
ment pay for property taken, used and 


destroyed by : 
after the su-tender of the city of Atlanta. 


The amount claimed its $247,110. 


Colovel Livingstcn has, at the request’ 


of Colonel Lowry and the Markham hetrs, 
{ntroduced in the house a bill providing 
for ths payment of this sum. The 
grounds on which the claim is based are 
not set forth in the bill, which is short, 
reading as follows: 

“That the secretery of the treasury be, 
end hereby is, directed to pay to the 
heirs of William Markham, decease), 
$247,119 In full settlement fer property be- 
lénging to William: Markkam, Iccated in 
Atlanta, Ga., taken, used and destroyed 
by the United States forces after the sur- 
render of the city of Atlanta to General 
Sherman.” 

A similar bill has been introduced for 
the relief of the heirs of H. W. McArthur, 
this carrying an appropriation of $30,000 
in payment for three brick store fhous.s 
destroyed by the federal forces under 
Sherman. Tris bill was introduced by

John N. Bateman. 

These claims are somewhat out of the 
ordinary. ard their fate will be watched 
with great interest by other owners who 
had property destroyed in fhe Sherman 
bonfire. The fact that he has introduced 
the’ bills does not ergue that Livingston 
has any great confidence in the claims 


being paid.

Reeves Tell the Whole Story 
Of Cuban Postal Frauds, 


He Implicates Rathbone as Deeply 
as He Does Neely — Stamp 
Burning as an Easy Way 
To Make Money.

Havana, January 10.—When the trials 
ef the cases arising from the Cuban post- 
cfice frauds were resumed in the au- 
d:ercia court today after naving been 
rdjourned Tuesday last «cn account of 
the illness of counsel] for Charless F. W. 
Neely, W. H. Reeves, one of the defend- 
ants, was again calied to the stand and 
testified regarding the stamp burning in- 
cident. ‘He said the stamps were not 
counted snd that Neely told him Estes 
G. Rathbone acquiesced in the whole mat- 
ter. 

The government has finished the exam- 
ination of Reeves and tomorrow he will 
be cross-examined by counsel for N2ely 
and Rathbone. It was evident through. 
cut Reeves’ testimony that the ‘charge 
against all the defcndants ig based on 
Fieeves’ statements, for the fiscal con- 
ducted his. examination by questions 
from a typewritten copy of the ace- 
cusation, and Reeves’ testimony substan- 
tiated the conclusions drawn in the accu- 
Sation. 

Appointed by Rathbone. 

Reeves said trat Rathbene had appoint- 
ed him chief postal accountant, but that 
he had originally been appoirted to this 
pcsition from Washington. He said that 
he had a conversation with Neely abcut 
the destruction of the stamps, that Neely 
told him Rafhbone was willing to ido busi- 
rees, and that the stamps had  »been 
burned at the suggestion of Neely. 

Marficld did not know of the intended 
fraud. He figured up the amount of the 
value and marked each patrkage of 
stamps, amountirg to a total of $310,090. 
Reeves. testified that Neely made up a 
ceclaration and that some days aftcr- 
wards he, Necly and Marfield signed it. 
Rathbone, he said, ordered him to credit 
the amount on the books Here Senvr 
Lanuza cal'ed etténtion to Reeves’ state- 
ment in Assistant Postmaster Bristow’s 
report that Reeves did not know fraud 
had been committed when he had made 
the credit in the bocks. Reeves refused 
tu recognize the printed statement as his, 
Reeves gaid that before burning the large | 
surcharged stamps, amounting to $82,000. 
Neely tol4 him that the amount credited 
for the first burning was wrong ard 
that there Was $15,000 to be divided up 
btetween him, Neely and Rathbone. 
Reeves testified that Neely told him that 
Rathbone had paid off a mortgage in Cin- 
cinnafi with this money. 

It Was Easy Money. 

Shortly after this Reeves said that 
Rathbone, in referring to the burning of 
the stamps, said that it was an easy way 
t>» make money. He said that Neely 
told him that Rathbone would be civil 
governor of Cuba, and that thev would 
benefit thereby, because Neely would be 
treasurer of the. island and Reeves 
auditor. Reeves also testified that Néely 
had credited $12,000 in his own  depart- 
ment in changing accounts to the North- 
ern Trust Company and that he (Neely) 
had appropriated this amount. 

Regarding Rathbone’s trip to the Unitea 
States in October, 1899, Reeves said that 
$1,50 had been drawn for expenses and 
that Rathbone returned him $73. He 
said that he thought Neely gav> Rath- 
bone $489 of this amount and that Necly 
said that Rathbone was hard up and 
that he would return it when he got an 
increase of salary. When the question 
of daily expense allowance came up, 
Reeves testificd that he told Rathbone 
that in the absence of any instructions 
discontiiting tris allowance’ he should 
ccntinue it when Neely went to the 
United States. Reeves said further that 
just before his arrest Neely left an en- 
velope containing $4,600 ::pon his (Recves') 
cesk, telling him to fix up the accounts. 
Reeves tald he afterwards gave this 
money to General Wood, telling him that 
Neely had been stealing. 
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CROWN LANDS OF HAWAII. 


Prince David Wants United States 
To Pay for Them. 

Chicago, January 10.—Prince David 
Kawanaénkoa, accompanied by a party of 
relatives, passed through Chicago today 
en recute to Washington to urge Presiden¢ 
Roosevelt and congress to award them 
the ‘‘crown lands" of Hawaii. 

The lands which the prince and his rela- 

tives claim as belonging to the ;,royal 
family comprise all the unoccupied groungl 
of the Hawaiian islands and are valued at 
millions of dollars. While they realize 
that congress will not recognize their 
right to all the lands, the petitioners be- 
lieve that they will be granted a consider- 
able portion of their old domain. 
' Their intention is to call upon Prest- 
dent Roosevelt and ask him.in person to 
lend influence to their cause. Former 
Queen Lilluokalani is in“ Washington and 
she will accompany her relatives to the 
white house. 


CHINESE BANKS IN AMERICA.

He has always desired to gain 
scrae hold over the Chinese in America, 
many of whom lean toward the reform 
party, and it is said that he believes the 
chain of banks will give him much in- 
fivence.

REBEL GENERAL MALVAR 
MAY SURRENDER SHORTLY 


General Bell Seems To Be Conducting 
a Very Successful Campaign in 
Batangas — Many Rebels 
Yield to the United 
States. 


Washington, January 10.—The navy de- 
partment today received the following 
cablegram from Rear Admiral Rodgers 
at Cavite: 

“Waller reports having completed ten 
days’ march across Samar from Lanaeexg 
to Bahey. Column endured great hard- 
ships. Kitled thirteen insurgents, captured 
captain, lieugenant and four men.”’ 

Major Littleton W. T. Waller. of the 
marine corps, rendered gaHant service 
with the marines in China during the 
march of the allied forces from the sea 
to Pekin. The island of Samar is one of 
the several islands which is still making 
a strenuous, though desultory opposition 
to American sovereignty. It was at Ba- 
langiga, on this island, that the massacre 
of company C, Ninth infantry, occurred. 
In view of the belligerent spirit.manitest- 
ed by the natives of Samar, on this and 
other occasions; and the physical charac- 
ter. of the country traversed, the march 
of Major Waller.and his command Was a 
feat of more than ordinary daring, La- 
na&eeg is situated on the east and Hahey 
on the west coast of Samar in the soutr- 
ern part of' the island. 

Rebels Are Yielding. 

Manila, January 10.—Colonel Marisigan, 
Major Cabrera and a renegade _ priest 
named Castillo, who stole a valuable 
image of the Virgin from a church, tf 
which he obtained large sums of money 
have surrendered unconditionally to Gen- 
eral Bell, who is conducting the campaign 
against the insurgents in Batangas prov- 
ince. They had control of the district of 
Toaei extending westward to the sea, in- 
cluding the towns of Banan and Guenoa 
The agreement is that these chiefs shall 
on Monday absolutely surrender every 
man and gun in their district. It is esti- 
mated that 160 guns will be turned in. 
Many men and guns have been captured 
during the past few days and small en- 
gagements occurred daily. 

General Bell visited the city for four 
hours today and had a conference with 
General Chaffee. He says the present 
campaign is securing valuable results and 
that it is possible Malvar, the insurgent 
leader, will surrender next week. 

The United States commission has ap- 
propriated $2,500,000 for insular expendi- 
tures during the first quarter of the year.

Boston, January W.—The police here 
have captured Sidney Lascelles, a noted 
swindler, said to be known to the police 
of three continents as Lord Walker 
Beresford. 

He is held on request of the authorities 
of Hot Springs, Ark. 

When arrested he gave the name of 
Robert Leonard, but when shown his 
photograph from the police gallery he ad- 
mitted he was Lascelles. 

He has been known under many 
alNases, besides Lord Beresford, “among 
them being Sir Henry Vane, R. N., and 
Lord Courtney, Claude R. Lascelle a 
James B. Lascelle. . i 

The charge against him in Hot Spri 
is the larceny in 1891 of $1,200 from Lyman 
J. Hay, proprietor of the Artington hotel. 

It is said that Lascelles, as Lord Beres- 
ford, eloped from Algiers with the daugh- 
ter of an American millionaire, who, af- 
ter learning of the man’s character, 
secured a divorce. 

He has served terms in New York an‘ 
Georgia for swindling and forgery. 

It is said he is now the husband of a 
wealthy young woman of Providence, 


) ae FF 


Lascelles or Lord Beresford, by which 
names he appears to be known inter- 
changeably. made Georgia the scene of 
his operations about ten years ago, and 
his escapades here are still fresh in the 
minds of the public. 

Beresford first went to Rome and was 
shown some property at a little place 
called Aetna, by the Hamiltons, who are 
among the most prominent people of 
north Georgia. He said he would buy 
the property in the interest of a syndicate 
he pretended to represent. He finally 
created so strong an impression that he 
was the real thing, that the Hamiltons 
cashed a draft for several hundred dol- 
lars for him on an English bank. He 
disappeared, but was arrested and carried 
back to Rome. He escaped prosecution 
on a technicality, so far as the swindling 
was concerned, but was prosecuted for 
forgery. 

' Some of the pecple of Rome began to 
believe that he was being persecuted 
rather than prosecuted, and he took ad- 


and ttarted. a brokerage business there 
in which he prospered to some exten. 
Before the time ceme for the hearing of 
hig case he again disappeared, and after 
a. hari legal fight was again brought 
beck. His wife returned with him. She 
seemed to have some money, and she 
spent it freely in an effort to aid him. 

Lascelles, however, was convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary. He was 
sent to the lumber camp of G. V. Gress, 
in Wilcox county, where he became an 
expert lumber inspector. While there he 
wrote a story of his Hfe, which was pub- 
lished through aid given him by Mr, 
Gress. Filis wife remained near him most 
of the time he was confined there, and 
until he made his escape from the peni- 
tentiary, and visited a disreputable house 
in Americus. This led his wife to instt- 
tute proceedings for a divorce, which she 
finally secured. 

After serving out his sentence Lascelles 
disappeared for a time, but was soon 
heard from at Fitzgerald, where he se- 
cured a franchise for an electric lighting 
plant and a water works system. “He did 
nothing with the franchises, but married 
the only child of a weaithy man there 
and left the place. Her parents died soon 
afterwards, and they returned and se- 
cured possession of the property that was 
left. It is said after this Lascelles de- 
Py melies also operated in Mexico, 
where he is said to have found some go«€. 
game. In fact, that is what he is out for, 
and he seems to have been successfué~in

WHEAT YIELD FOR LAST YEAR. 


Estimate Is Furnished by Depart« 
ment of Agricilture. 


Washington, January 10.—The statisti. 
clan of the department of agriculture 
estimates the average yield per acre 
of wheat in the United States in 1901 at 
14.8 bushels as compared with 12.3 bush- | 
els in 1900, 12.3 bushels in 1899, 15.8 bush- 
els in .1898 and 13.3 bushels the mean 
of the averages Of the last ten years. 

The newly seeded area of winter wheat 
is provis‘onally estimated at 32,000,000 
acres, an increase of 5.6 per cent y 
the area estimated to have been sown in 
the fall of 1900. 

The new seeded area of winter rice is 
provisionally estimated at 1 : 
acres, an increase of 2.9 per cent upon 
the area estimated to have been sown In 
the fall of 1900. 

The department has no reports as to 
the condition of winter wheat later than 
December 1. At that date it was 867 
per cent of the normal, as compared” 
with 97.1 in 1900, 97.1 In 1899, and 92.6 in 
1898. 

The department will not issue any 
further estimate of the total production 
of any product of the soil nor of the 
number of farm animals until it has 
made such adjustments of its estimates 
for the last two years a8 may seem to be” 
required by the reports of the census, — 
based on an actual farm to farm visi- 
pation, now in course of publication. ~

CENSUS BUREAU 10 STAND 


Sentiment of the House Favorable to 
the Hopkins Bill. 


MADDOX AGAINST MEASURE 


Overwhelming Demand That Civil 
Service Law Apply to the 
Employees. 


Washington,’ January 10.—:ue house 
spent the day considering the Hop.-ins 
bill to create a permanent census bu- 
reau. While the general sentiment was 
in favor of a permanent bureau there was 
strong opposition te the bill as drawn 
on the ground that.{t was not well ma- 
tured. There also was an overwhelming 
demand for’a_. provision to place the 
present employees of the census bureau 
under the protection of the civil service 
law and the bill was finally recommitted 
with instructions to report back a Dill 
containing a plan for a detailed organi- 
gation of a permanent census bureau to 
include also a provision to place the pres- 
ent employees under the civil service 
rules. The fight to recommit was made 
under the leadership of Mr. Burnac.., of 
Nebraska, the new member of the ap- 
propriations committee. 

A bill was unanimously ‘passed to give 
Mrs. McKinley the free mailing privuege 
during the remainder of her life. 

In the discussion of the census bill, Mr. 
Hopkins, of Pilinois, said that 3,480 clerks 
had been employed in the bureau, 2,700 
being still employed. If the pending bill 
passed, he said, the force would be re- 
duced this year to 800, next year to 750, 
in 190 to 240 and thereafter until 1910 to 
200. He was besieged by members who 
wanted to Know the status of the present 
clerKs in the event of the passage of the 
bill. He said ,that if the bill passed it | 
was hoped the other departments could 
absgrb the present temporary clerks. 
They could then be placed. under the pro- 
tection of the civil service rules. 

Mr. Burkett, of Nebraska, opposed the 
bill, saying it had not been matured. He 
pointed out that a salary of $7,500 was 
voted to the director of cen3us on the 
ground of the temporary character of the 
employment, and the great responsibility. 
This bill proposed to continue this sal- 
ary. He pointed out that the experts 
whose services it was claimed it was so 
necessary to retain had been detailed 
from the various departments. 

Mr. Maddox, of Georgia, opposed in 
toto the plan of a permanent census bu- 
reau. 

Mr. Fleming, of Georgia, and others dis- 
cussed the bill, and Mr. Hemenway, of 
Indiana, offered an amendmept to provide 
that persons now employed in the census 
bureau, not including janitors, suall be 
eligible to appointment in other depart- 
certifica- 
tion by the civil service commission upon 
the recommendation of the head of such 


department. 


The Hemenway amendment was adopt- 
ed. The bill was then recommitted, and 
the house adjourned until Monday.

Secretary Wilson Tells Cabinet What 
is Being Done. 

Washington, January 10.—At the cabinet 
meeting today Secretary Wilson explain- 
ed what had been done by. his department 
in the way of ex-eriments in raising 
tobacco. He stated that it had been 
fully demonstrated that we could raise 
all the wrapper tobacco necessary for 
domestic use, and of a quality second to 
none. 

In every particular it was as fine as 
could be grown in Cuba or any other 
country. Last year ten acres of filler 
tobacco. thhad been successfully raised 
in Pennsylvanja of a very high grade, 
and during the coming season extensive 
experiments would be made in raising 
high grade filler in Ohio, Texas, North 
Carolina and California. 

Last year the imports of wrapper to- 
bacco into the United States amounted 
to $6,000,000, and of filler $8,000,000. In a 
short time, the secretary said, we 
would be able to supply our own wrap- 
pér and filler of a grade that would 
challenge the best grown anywhere in the 
world.

RAILS FOR THE ORIENT LINE. 


Stillwell Is Buying His Material ‘mn 


Great Britain. 

Kansas City, Mo., January 10.—A cable- 
gram from London received today from 
President A. E. Stillwell, of the Kansas 
City, Mexican and Orient railroad, an- 
nounced that Chief Engineer N. H. 
Pratt has salled for home after having 
arranged for the shipment of 600 miles 
of rails for the Orient line in Mexico. 
which were bought and paid for by the 
Mexican subsidy, These rails were 
bought delivered at Port Stillwell and 
Tampico at about $10 per ton less than 
the lowest delivered price obtainable from 
American mills. They will come from 
Belgium manufacturers and the first 
shipment is now due at Fampico. The 
first shipment for Port Stillwell is now 
en route. 

About one-fifth of the 1,600 miles of the 
line has been graded without the is- 
suance as yet of bonds, and the officials 
say without incurring any indebtedness 
other than for current expenses. 

They say that with rails bought and 
paid for for two-fifths of the total 
length of the line and the right of way 
secured for about four-fifths of the dis- 
tance they still have available several 
million dollars of construction com~any 
capital from stock sold by Mr. Stillwell

HILL DEFENDS 
RAILWAY TRUST 


Great Northern Magnate Ex- 
plains His Policy to the 
Farmers. 


LAND AND RAILROADS 
MUST STAND TOGETHER 


Neither Can Prosper Without the 
Other—He Asserts That Combi- 
nation Dées Not Result in 
an Increase of 
Rates. 


Fargo, N. Dak., January 10.—President 
James J. Hill, of the Great Northern 
railway, this afternoon addressed the 
Tri-State Association of Grain and Cattle 
Growers, which has been in session here 
this week. He said the best use of the 
good lands 2& yet unsettled was @ serious 
question for the-statesmen. He believed 
that ‘‘the future welfare of the country 
depends mofe upon: the wise disposition 
of the public domain so as to secure 
homes for the people than upon any other 
single condition in. the nation.’”’ 

He discussed the need of action to se- 
cure more markets for our surplus of 
products, citing the action of other na- 
tions in that respect. After speaking of 
‘the development of the northwest he said 
that he thought that one kind of “‘com- 
munity of interest’’ which really existed 
was that between the producer of tonr 
hage and the carrier; the land and its 
products and the railroads will either 
prosper together or be poor together. 
Much is being said about combination be- 
tween railroads and competition. The law 
of the survival of the fittest must in- 
evitably end such competition as exists 
by the destruction of the weaker by the 
stronger. This has already been done in 
the east. He said: 

“Twenty-five years ago it was supposed 
that competition was necessary to reduce 
rates. I think that we have shown in the 
northwest that without competition rates 
have been reduced faster than anywhere 
elge in the country.” 

How Railroads Help. 

After speaking of other sections where 
rates are.higher, showing the rate reduc- 
tions in the northwest, he said‘ 

“This more than anything else has 
doubled the price of your lands in a com- 
paratively few years.” 

He continued a little later: 

“There has recently been an attempt to 

show that we have no interest in building 
up the prosperity of the people of your 
states and of the northwest. If we did not 
do everything in our power to build you 
up we would be false.to our best in- 
terests. 
“ “Our object in acquiring the Burlington 
jointly with the Northern Pacific railway 
was to insure an outlet to the best mar- 
kets for the grain, live stock and lumber 
for the northern states and to increase the 
volume of our traffic to the end that we 
might at .ajl times be able to establish 
the loWest and most favorable conditions 
under which the traffic must be carried. 
The Burlington, with its own rails, 
reaches Chicago, Peoria, Rock Island, 
Davenport, Quincy, Alton, Hannibal, St. 
Louis, St. Joseph, Kansas City, Des 
Moines, Omaha and Denver and then con- 
nects with the main arteries of traffic of 
the whole country. 

“Assuming that the line of the Burling- 
ton had not been constructed and that 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
jointly had raised the money and was 
engaged in the construction of it, would 
there be anything to meet the disapproval 
of the states traversed by the lines o 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific? 
On the contrary, would not such a course 
have been hailed with approval as a means 
of opening up markets for northwestern 
produce, and of reaching markets in the 
south ,and southwest and securing busi- 
ness, increasing the volume of the traffic 
of the Great Northern. and the Northern 
Pacific, thus making reductions of rates 
and adding to the general prosperity of 
the northwest. Instead of building the 
Burlington system or a line of railroad 
alongside of it, the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific purchased the capital 
stock of a line already constructed. In- 
stead of issuing stock or bonds for the 
purpose of raising money for building a 
line reaching the same country bonds 
were issu¢d to purchase the stock of a 
constructed line. 

Reasonableness of Rates. 

‘The question of the reasonableness of 
rates and service dces ntgfepend upon 
whether one man owns fe capital stock 
of a railway or another—whether the 
capital stock is owned by ten or 1,000, by 
pereons or by corporations, The capital 
stock of a railway company is personal 
preperty, to be sold, transferred from 
ene man to another, and anyone may 
purchase and hold all that he has means 
to buy and pay for. The capital stock of 
the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
will be held by somebody, persons ofr 
cerporations, if not by the present owners, 
by other owners. What brought about 
thé present condition of prosperity of 
tho two companies? What enabled them 
to» serve the people along the lines as 
they have been served? Plainly, the 
w'llingness and the ability of those con- 
trclling large interests of the stock of 
the company who found it to their ad- 
vantage to build up the lines and to pro- 
mote the settlement of the territory trib- 
utary to it and who will continue it.’”’ 

He called attention to the former high 
rates on the Great Lakes and how norih- 
western rates Fad estabifshed new lines 
and forced reductions in rates from the 
east by means of new: elevators had com- 
pelled lower rates there also. After fur- 
ther touching on rate reductions, he sald: 

“For the year ending June 40, 1890, the 
number of tons carried 1 mile by all 
the railroads of the United States was 
76.207,000,000 tons. In 1900 it was 141,600,- 
000.000, 

“In 1901 a safe estimate will bring ‘his 
to 165,000,000,000 tons carried 1 mile, an 
ir.crease of 120 per cent in eleven years. 
During this. time the mileage of the 
railroads in the United States increased 
18 per cent. While the tons moved shows 
an increase of 120 per cent, the earnings 
show an increase of less than 4 per cent. 
During this time the rates have been 
rediiced to the extent of that difference. 

‘Phe Baltimore and Ohio and the Penn- 
syivania for half a century have been 
rival roads. Destructive competition has 
finally resulted in the Pennsylvania -ail- 
roa.@ owning the Baltimore and Ohio. 
Have the rates, advanced? Have the 
people along the line of the. Baltimore 
and Ohio suffered? On the contrary,

Euclid Avenue Institution Goes Un- 
der at Cleveland, Ohio. 


NO DEPOSITOR WILL LOSE 


It Is Claimed That the Bank Was 
Unable To Realize on Its 
Resources. 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 10.—The Euclid 
Avenue Trust and Savings Company, at 
84 and 86 Euclid avenue, made an /as- 
signment today to Attorney Frank H. 
Ginn. The latter’s bond was fixed at 
$250,000 by Judge Bloch, of the jnsolvency 
court. 

The assignee stated that the bank ‘has 
been unable to realize upon its assets 
rapidly enough to meet the unusual de- 
mands which have been made upon it 
recently. The directors state that no 
deposjtor and no customer of the bank 
will lose a dollax,.and that the bank 
is solvent and that its present embarrass- 
ment arises from the fact that its patrons 
have beefi unable to meet their obliga- 
tions to the bank with sufficient rapidity 
to take care of the unusual withdraw- 
als.” 

According to the last published state- 
ment of the bank, jssued October 1, 1901, 
the capital stock paid in amounted to 
$500,000; total resources $2,964,002; individ- 
ual deposits $2,197,773; surplus fund $65,- 
OW. 

it is stated the bank carried about 
$120,000 in the securitiés of the Detroit 
and Toledo fine, which recently passed 
into the hands of receivers. As a result 
of the financial embarrassment of the Ev- 
erett-Moore syndicate, it is understood, 
the bank found it impossible te realize 
upon these securities.

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Berlin, January 10.—The chancellor, 
Coynt Von Buelow, in the reichstag, took 
Sceasion to pour oil on the _ recently 
troubled British waters. He spoke sharp- 
fy against the abuse of Mr. Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, indulged in by sev- 
eral speakers since the opening of the de- 
bate, as well as against the aspersione 
cast on the honor of the British army, to 
which the chanceilor paid a warm tribute. 

The chancellor said he regretted the in- 
cident, we h had too long inflamed pub- 
lic opiniog’ in both countries. He hoped 
that in future the endeavor to live on 
‘good and friendly relations with England 
would in no way be disturbed. 

He Regrets Abuse. 

“TI believe I shall be in sympathy with 
@ Very great majority of the house when 
Il express the hope that the custom of 
abusing foreign ministers from the trib- 
une of this august house wil! not become 
raturalized among us. That would accord 
neither with usages of the German people 
nor the interests of our policy. (Cheers.) 
J must at the same time express my deep 
regrets at the way in which the last 
speaker (Herr Liebermann) referred to 
the army of a nation with which we live 
in peace and friendship. As we ourselves 
are sensitive concerning the hunor of our 
own army, 80 we should not abuse foreign 
armies in which there are brave men 
enough who know how to die.’ (Bravos.) 

Count Von Buelow strongly deprecated 
the contention of Herr Bassermann, that 
the official press ought to have given the 
lead to public opinion in dealing with Mr, 
Chamberlain’s speech. 

“Our press ard public opinion,” said 
the chancellor, ‘‘would stand in very low 
repute if, in questions of national honor, 
they stood in need of a word of command 
from above. I protest against the idea 
that repudiation of aspersion on the 
army should have any effect in changing 
their policy. 

War in South Africa. 

‘If this repudiation ts to be an excuse 
for forcing upon us a different attitude in 
regard to the war in South Africa, or a 
pretext for bringing out unfriendly rela- 
tions between our people and a people to- 
ward whom we have never stood in hos- 
tility, and to whom we are bound by 
welshty interests, I wish to leave it be- 
yond doubt that I will have nothing to do 
with anything of the kind. We cannot let 
the direction of our foreign policy be pre- 
scribed for us by speeches, resolutions or 
ropular meetings; that policy can only be 
determined by the real and permanent 
interests of the country and that inter- 
est requires us, while fully safeguarding 
cur independence, dignity and honor, to 
cultivate peaceful and friendly relations 
with Great Britain.’’ 

The chancellor expressed his approval 
of the recent speech made by Prince Von 
Wolff-Mettéernich, the German ambassa- 
dor at Hamburg, advocating more 
dial relations with Great Britain, and 
concluded with expressing regret that the 
maintena$ce of the friendly relations with 
Great Britain had not been rendered 
easier by the Chamberlain incident and 
hoped that in the future they would be 
spared ‘such episodes, which did not con- 
duce to the preservation of peace in the 
world,

“The adoption of The Hague treacy 
was a step in advance of any previously 
taken by the nations of the world, and 
clearly showed that civilized men every- 
where wish to avoid war if possible. Per- 
mit me to say to my colleagues of the 
southern -republics, where questions 50 
often arise, and particularly about boun- 
daries, if you accept the opportunity to 
adopt The Hague articles it will be the 
greatest and best move you can make 
toward a peaceful settlement of al] dis- 
puted questions thus following the en- 
lightened, civilized nations of the world 
The tribunal estrblished by that con- 
vention is already demonstrating its use- 
fulness. Among the recent important 
questions referred to it are two submitted 
by France and England, and the United 
States and England are preparing to sub- 
mit the Alaskan boundary and other 
questions to arbitration. A number of 
measures have been*and others will be 
adopted by this conference by which the 
republics of America will be brought 
closer together, and by which their gen- 
eral welfare will be acvanced. By the 
construction of the Pan-American rail- 
way it is believed commercial and friend- 
ly relations will be increased and dele- 
gates to the next conference can come 
together in a more convenient and eco- 
nomical way. : 

‘The government iand people of tne 
United States have folfowed with interest 
the proceedings of this conference. They 
appreciate the many courtesies extended 
to their delegates and are pleased with 
the results accomplished. Personally, I 
owe a debt of gratitude to the officials 
and people of Mexico and to the dele- 
gates and all connected with the con- 
ference for the many kind acts toat have 
made my sojourn in this country one of 
the most pleasant experiences of my life.

- Trouble Is Settled. 

It is believed that the arbitration dif- 
ficulty in the Pan-American conference 
has finally been disposed of, though it Is 
not certain how the Chileans will act. 
The solution is to consist in the suppres- 
sion of the final protocol, for which pur- 
pose a modification of the rules of the 
conference will be necessary. For this 
purpose a two-thirds vote will be needed, 
but it is already practically assured. The 
suppression of the final protocol is the 
only concession that will be made to the 
Chileans. Its significance is simply that 
the treaties approved by the conference 
will} only bear the signatures of the dele- 
gations who adopt them. The final pro- 
tocol would have to bear the signatures 
of all the delegations, without exception, 
and it would be a resume of all of the 
treaties concluded by the conference, in- 
cluding that of compulsory arbitration, 
signed by ten delegations. Therefore, as 
the Chileans would have to sign the final 
protocol with the other delegations, they 
would have.been placed In position of in- 
directly sanctioning the plan of compul- 
sory arbitration. Now, however, if the 
final protocol is abolished this difficulty 
wil be overcome, and it is held that the 
Chileans wil] be evineing excessive sensi. 
tiveness if they persist in withdrawing. 
One of them, when asked tonight by the 
Associated Press correspondent what 
they would do if the compulsory plan 
went to the conference in the above form, 
said that his delegation would act accord- 
ing to circumstances and , instructions.

Danger Signal 


District Attorney Jerome Tests the 
Safety Appliances in the Tunnel 
Where the New York Rail- 
way Horror Recentiy 
Occurred. 


New York, January 10.—District Attor- 
ney Jerome, State Hailroad Commission- 
er Baker, Asristant District Attorney 
Garvan and Superintendent Franklin, of 
the railroad, today made a trip of in- 
spection th?ough the tunnel in which the 
recent disaster occurred. The party left 
the Grand Central station on a locon:o- 
tive with no car attached. A thorough 
examination of the tunnel was made, in- 
cluding the workings of the block signal 
System. ‘Tests were made also of the dis- 
tance at which lights could be seen 
through smoke and steam in the tunnel. 
The signals in al) their workings between 
Fifty-ninth and Fifty-sixth streets, 
where the accident occurred, were gone 
over and closely examined and tested. 

At the end of the district attorney's 
trip through the tunnel, one of those who 
had accompanied him said they had found 
the atmosphere fairly clear most of the 
way, but at Ninety-sixth street they were 
enveloped in a cloud of smoke and steam 
so dense that nothing could be seen. On 
the return trip the tunnel was clear. At 
Sixty-third street the green light showed 
plainly, that being the cautionary signal 
before entering the block below, and the 
observation engine slowed up until the 
red danger light was seen at Fifty-ninth 
street. 

Torepdo Did Not Explode. 

The bell rang, but the torpedo did not 
explode. The engine was stopped, and 
the railroad officials explained that the 
ttle mogul, or observation engine, was 
not heavy enougn, nor its wheels large 
enough to explode the torpedo as a big 
passenger lacomotive would do. 

The torpedo went into position along- 
side the rail automatically the moment 
the red light was shown by the block 
System, and should have been cut and 
cxploded by the flarge on the wheels of 
the engine. After a consultation it was 
decided to bring up a heavier switch cn- 
gine of the same size as the passenger 
engines. The engine came up, the littls 
observation engine was run out of the 
way and the larger engine was brought 
through the block. Again the torpedo 
failed to explode. Four more times fhe 
big locomotive was run through the block 
and not once did the torpedo explode. 
The railroad officials explained this by 
saying that the mechanism throwing the 
torpedo ‘into place had been pressed out 
of order so that the flange of the wheels 
did not touch the torpedo. 

After the inspection of the tunnel Dis- 
trict Attorney Jercme announced that 
he would not oppose an application for 
the release of Ergireer Wisker on $16,000 
bail. This action, he said, was the re- 
sult of the investigation, which showed 
the authorities that a charge of murder 
in the first degree could not be made 
ageinst the engineer. The charge that 
could be made, he cxplained, was man- 
slaughter in the secend degree. 

To Use Elecrticity.

Hon. John Goode Tells of a Confer- 
ence with General Lee—Hamp- 
ton Roads Commissioners 
Stated Lincoln Offered 
No Terms. 


Richmond, Va., January f0.—(Special.)— | 


At the annual memorial meeting of Lee 
camp tonight Hon. John Goode, president 
of the constitutional convention, was the 
principal speaker. He is one of the four 
survivors of the convention that met here 
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in February, 1861, and the only Virginian 
living who was a member of the confed- 
erate congress. 

Mr. Goode took occasion to correct what 
he conceives to be two errors in recent 
contributions to the history of the civil 
war. He stated that he had it from the 
lips of the confederate commissioners 
who went to Hampton Roads to confer 
with President Lincoln that the only 
thing Lincoln would agree to was that 
the confederates “should go home and 
take off their: uniforms.” He denied, in 
emphatic terms, that Lincoln fad offered 
to pay for the liberation of the slaves. 

Only a very short time ago the Rev. 
Dr. Henry Green, a.celebrated Presby- 
terian minister of Danville, Ky., and a 
confederate veteran, delivered a lecture 
in which he said Lincoln had offered to 
pay for the slaves. Dr. Green said he 
learned this from Judge Campbell, one 
of the confederate commissioners. air. 
Goode said Alexander H. Stephens, Judge 
Campbell and R. M. T. Hunter all told 
him that Lincoln offered no terms. 

Mr. Goode said he wanted also to cor- 
rect an error in a recent contribution to 
war history by Charles Francis Adams, 
in which he makes it appear that General 
Lee favored surrendering his army be- 
fore it reached Appomattox, anu that 
President Davis was responsible for Lee's 
plans not being carried out. Mr. Gortde 
said he was sent for by President Davis 
and General Lee for a conference. Gen- 
eral Lee told of the econdition of this 
army and asked if the Virginia people 
would stand another draft upon them for 
forage and provisions. Mr.. Goode con- 
ferred with his associates and the result 
was, he informed General Lee, that the 
last crust of bread would be divided with 
the army. General Lee said not a word 
about surrendering. 

This information, given by Mr. Goode, 
was regarded as so important that the 
camp invited him to write it out over his 
signature for publication. 
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REIGN OF OIL IN BEAUMONT. 


Only One Year Old, but It Has 
Worked Wonders. 

Beaumont, Tex., January 10.—The reign 
of ofl in Khaumont is just one year old 
today, but during that brjef time it has 
so firmly ent#roned itself that all else 
bows before it.

INTERESTING TIME WITH 
THE MISSISSIPPIANS 


Committee Pian Mapped OUut—Effort 
To Be Made for an Increase of 
Pensions for Confederate 
Veterans—A County 
Seat Fight. 


Jackson, Miss., January 10.—(Special.)— 
Reapportionment bills continue to pour 
into both houses of the legislature, and 
it beging to look as if the joint commit- 
tee, soon to be announced, will have not 
less than twenty measures on this sub- 
jec€ to consider. Senator Kiger offered 
his reapportionment bill in the senate 
yesterday, and bills on the same ques- 
tion were offered in the house by White, 
of Jasper; Haley, of Chickasaw; King, 
of Rankin, and Hawthorn, of Marion, 
the latter being one of the two populist 
members of the lower body. A wide va- 
riety of opinion as to how the eight new 
districts should be formed is expressed 
in these bills, and the work of the com- 
mittee in weeding out the good sugges- 
tions from the bad promises to be the 
most tedious task that has been attempt- 
ed by the legislature in many years. 

The committee plan fqr the new con- 
gressional apportionment by the legisla- 
ture has been mapped out. Lieutenant 
Governor Harrison will appoint two mem- 
bers of the senate from each congression- 
al district, and Speaker Russell will ap- 
point three members from each district 
in the house, and to this joJnt committee 
all legislative redistricting bills will be 
referred for consideration. The redistrict- 
ing committee will therefore be composed 
of thirty-five members, and already at- 
tempts are beimg made to exert influences 
on the presiding officers to secure mem- 
bership on the committee. Neither offi- 
cer will name the member of his com- 
mittee before Monday and in the mean- 
time much lobbying and wirepulling is in 
progress. ‘The subject is one of the most 
complicated to be considered by the leg- 
islature on account of the multitude of 
political interests involved, and some in- 
teresting developments are looxed for be- 
fore a redistricting bill Is finally agreed 
upon. 

Governor Is Undecided. 

Governor Longino has received from 
the board of supervisors of Harrison 
county a copy of a resolution passed at 
a recent meeting asking that a message 
be sent to the legislature authorizing con- 
sideration of a bill for the removal of 
the county seat from Mississippi C.ty to 
Gulfport. The governor has been adher- 
ing to the policy of recommending as lit- 
tle local and private legislation as .pps- 
sible’ and as the Harrison county. dele- 
gation is divided on the subject of coun- 
ty seat removal, considerable doubt ex- 
ists as to whether the governor will 
deem it proper to allow the legislature to 
discuss the question at this session. A 
strong effort will be made, however, by 
citizens of Gulfport to secure a recom- 
mendation and subsequent action on the 
subject. 

Judge Newman Cayce, the newly-elect- 
ed state senator from the twenty-fifth 
district, was given his commission by 
Governor Longino today and expects to 
fake his seat next Monday. Judge Cayce 
succeeds Colonel 8. M. Meeks, who died 
several days since. This is the eighth 
vacancy to be filled during the biennial 
period. Senator W. G. Evans, of the 
first district, who tendered his resigna- 
fion last week, has since withdrawn 
game, but he has not yet put in his ap- 
pearance at a senate session, 

Board of Health. 

Since the report of the penitentiary in- 
vestigating committee has created such 
a furore in the legislature some members 
now want to investigate the affairs of 
the state board of health, and a resolution 
seeking to accomplish this end has been 
offered in the upper body by Senator 
Rowan, and will be introduced in the 
lower body by a member who now has 
his resolution in course of preparation. 
A few years ago the board of health had 
an annual appropriation of $60,000, and a 
coterie of members, not satisfied with 
the biennial reports submitted, desire to 


es 9 additional information as to how this 
an 


ual appropriation was spent. 

One of the mést prolific authors of bills 
in the legislature is Senator Kiger, of 
Warren. The senator secured a good 
start yesterday and offered four bills on 
important subjects. The first proposes a 
redistricting of the state, the second asks 
an appropriation of-$160,000 for the pur- 
pose of furnishing and beautifying the 
grounds at the new state house, the third 
provides for a branch experimental sta- 
tion in the delta to be surrounded by not 
Tess than 200 acres of land, and the fourth 
is to make an annual appropriation of 
$12.000 for the state charity hospital and 
$4.08 for the confederate annex to the 
same institution. 

For Increase of Pensions. 

It is apparent that a strong effort will 
be made at thie session of the legislature 
to secure an increase of the appropria- 
tion for pensions for indigent and dis- 
abled confederate veterans, notwitnstand- 
ing the effort to secure a soldiers’ home 
for the soldiers who are hopelessly dis- 
abled and have no visible means of sup- 
port. None of the bills yet introduced 
on the subject propose an appropriation 
less than that of last year, which was 
$150,000. Mr. Evans, of Clarke, has offer- 
ed a bill asking for $300,000 for the veter- 
ans, or fust double the present amount, 
and Messrs. Harper, of Scott, and Smith, 
of Greene, want it placed at $200,000 per 
annum. Senator George's bill for a sol- 
diers’ home asks for an appropriation of 
$25,000 to purchase $ acres of land and 
erect buildings, the home to be erected 
under the aupervision of the auditor and 
two commissioners, with an annual sup- 
port fund of $10,000.

After 
he had been a prisoner for several weeks 
the officials in charge of the military 
prison determined to erect a high fence 
around the barracks, and as carpenters 
were not plentiful, he was pressed into 
service. He was given a place alongsi@e” 
of a number of British workmen, and one - 
day a nearby building took fire, and in 
the excitement which followed he motint- 
ed a bicycle which was standing against 
the fence on whicn he was working and 
made good his escape to Stellenbosch, dis« 
tant about 12 miles from Cape Town. At 
Stellanbosch he met some old acquaint- 
ances, who assisted in disguising him as 
a ship fireman. He says he was standing 
within ten steps of the bicycle on which 
he made his escape when an officer from 
*the prison from where he é¢scaped came 
up and recovered the machine, telling 
some of the bystanders that other offi- 
clals were on the track of the escaped 
man and would soon have him a captive 
again. 

As a ship fireman O'Connor’ says he 
tramped back to Cape Town and secured 
passage on the steamer Scott, of: the Cas- 
tle Union line. He assisted in firing the 
steamer for his passage to England, from 
where he took passage in a similar way 
on an American liner, the Haverford, .for 
New York. He says when he reached 
New York he found that it was probable 
| that he would be recaptured if he remain- 
ed there, and he immediately left for the 
south, arriving in Macon a few days ago. 

There is no doubt about the genuineness 
of the story told by O’Connor. He hag 
his papers as a Boer soldier and on his 
body he has scars inflicted by the Brit- 
ish implements of war. He says he hag 
learned to love the Boer people and he ez- 
pects to return to that country ise-soon 
as he can do so. He says his wife and 
three little children are’ now held as *« 4 
prisoners by the British and he fas not 
the slightest idea where they are cone 
fined. 

O’Connor talks interestingly about the 
Transvaal, and says he has been in Oom 
Paul Kruger’s home on many occasions. 
He says he was one of a dozen soldiers 
who were selected by President Kruger 
to assist in putting a house in condition 
to be occupied by the president of that 
country. 


Macon, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)j— 
Patrick O’Connor, a naturalized Boer, 
who for the past two years has been 
fighting the British in the Transvaal. is 
in Macon today, having recently come to 
America from Cape Town, where he es- 
caped from the English military prison 
about two months ago. O'Connor went 
to South Africa from Philadelphia about 
seventeen years ago and has been a resi- 
dent of that country ever since, until he 
was captured as a Boer soldier by the 
British in September of last year. He 
was in all of the Boer-British engage- 
ments around Dundee, Glencoe, E!land’s 
Laagte, Spion Kop, Escourt, Johannes- 
burg, Colasburg, Colas Kop and Klip 
river. He was in the famous engagement 
with General Buller’s forces at Colense, 
when the losses on’ both sides reached 
into the thousands. He says he went to 
the Transvaal to caSt his lot about sev- 
enteen years ago, and at the time found 
the country in a state of disorder. He 
was very much dissatisfied with the coun- 
try after a stay of a few months there. 
but as the time passed and his acquaint- 
ance with tne natives of the country 
ripened into friendship he was made to 
fee] that he was among a good class of 
people. He says he was in a fair way of 
making a great deal of money when the 
present war with England came on in-@c- 
tober, 1899, and so fond of the people had 
he grown that he determined to abide any 
fate that befell them. He enlisted in the 
regular Boer army and for more than two 
years he did the best fighting he could. 

In the engagement between the Boers 
and the British at Klip river, 9 miles 
from Johannesburg, he was captured, 
along with abowt one thousand Boers. 
He was transferred with his fellow pris- 
oners to Cape Town, where he was kept 
in the military prison for a number of 
weeks. The account he gives of British 
prison life is horrible in the extreme. 
He says that the Boer prisoners were fed 
on what provisions they nad when cap- 
tured for more than two weeks, when as 
a matter of fact the provisions captured 
with the prisoners would not have kept 
that number of men from hunger for two 
days. 

The account of his escape, as told by 
O’Connor, is thrilling. He says that in 
view of the fact that he spoke several 
languages fluently, and on account of his

we cannot safely or wisely indulge in 
this custom under our republican in- 
stitutions. This same newspaper goes 
on to say that there is no impropriety 
in observing Independence day and 
Memorial day, for the simple reason 
that they commemorate great national 
events, but it strongly protests against 
increasing the number of birthday 
celebrations, declaring that,the birth- 
days of Washington and Lincoln more 
than fill the bill. 

We do not clearly see the force of 
the argument which is used to point 
out the evil alleged to underlie royal 
precedents in the matter of birthday 
observances, but the danger which 
presents itself to our mind lies rather 
in the multiplication of such observ- 
ances, which tends to obscure the 
signficance of the anniversaries by 
making them too common. Frequent- 
ly recurring national holidays not only 
fail to impress upon our minds the 
lessons which they are calculated to 
teach, but they furthermore tend to 
foster the spirit of national idleness. 

Let/us see into what extremes the 
dangerous precedent of observing the 
birthdays of our national chief exec- 
utives would lead us. We celebrate 
the birthdays of Washington and Lin- 
coln for peculiar reasons, but if we set 
apart the birthday of President Mc- 
Kinley we might soon be called upon 
to set apart the birthdays of other 
presidents and we would eventually 
be overrun with them. For example, 
we would have one in Januarv.for Mc- 
Kinley; four in February for Fillmore. 
William Henry Harrison, Washineton 
and Lincoln; four in March for Madi- 
son, Jackson, Cleveland and Tyler: 
four in April for Jefferson. Buchanan. 
Grant and Monroe: one in July for 
Jobn Quinty Adams;: one-in Aueust 
for Benjamtn Harrison: one in Sep- 
tember for Zachary Tavior: four in 
Octoher for Hayes, Arthur. Roosevelt 
and John Adams: three in November 
for Polk, Garfield and Pierce. and two 
.n December for Van Buren and John- 
son. Thus we see that the nrecedent

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The Demand for Pennv Postage. 

Penny postage is likely to play an 
important part in the proceedings of 
the present congress. A bill has al- 
ready been introduced dérecting the 
reduction of first-class postage to one 
cept for each half ounce, or fraction 
thereof, and the proposition is receiv- 
ing strong support in the press of 
the country. The present rate of let- 
ter postage to any part of the United 
States is two cents per ounce, or frac- 
tion thereof. The effect of the pro- 
posed reduction, therefore, will be to 
Save to senders one cent upon each 
letter that does not weigh over a half 
ounce, and to still require a two-cent 
siamp upon those letters which range 
in weight between a half ounce and 
an ounce. 

There are objections to the bill, as 
would 
first objection is the easy one that 
the postoffice department is not self- 
supporting, and hence there should 
be. no reduction. in the rate of letter 
postage until the revenues of the mail 
service so far exceed its expenditures 
as to make the reduction in question 
possible without again bringing the 
service below the point of self-main- 
tenance. The- same objection was 
made when the law of March 3, 1879, 
Was passed, making the rate three 
cents per ounce, and again in March, 
1883, when the rate was further re- 
duced to the present basis of two 
cents per ounce. In neither case did 
congress consider the objection suffi- 
cient. We do not believe the like plea 
will have any more force in the pres- 
ent case. 

A forcible reason why the reduction 
snould be made is that in these days 
of typewritten letters on thin paper 
the mass of the letters carried are less 
than one-half ounce in weight. If the 
department can carry one ounce for 
two cents, it can just as easily afford 
to carry a letter of half an ounce for 
one’ cent. 

As for the objection that the saving 
of one cent per :etter will amount to 
very little in the long run to the aver- 
age citizen, we may remark that the 
same sort of an argument in the oppo- 
site direction, that is, concerning the 
sugar tariff, ends up in the hard, cold 
fact that because of the sugar tariff 
every individual in the United States 
represents an expenditure of 65 cents 
per annum more than would be nec- 
essary if that very small sugar tax 
were not collected. Why would it not 
be some compensation to the common 
people to take these millions of dol- 
lars that they pay on sugar and apply 
them to the deficit that might appear 
in‘the postoffice department from the 
adoption of one-cent postage? 

On the whole, we think the advo- 
cates of the reduction have the ad- 
vantage of position and arguments, 
and it will be strange jf they do not 
win out with their proposition. 


President Palma’s Policies. 


The president-elect of the Cuban re- 
public has spoken frankly concerning 
some of the policies he will pursue 
wuecn he comes into his office. What 
he prefers as the prime points of his 
administration show that he has»not 
lived in the United States these eight- 
een years in vain. If he shall prove 
strong enough in personality and 
leadership to unify and direct public 
opinion in Cuba, he will accomplish a 
great patriotic design and give the ele- 
ments of stability to the new nation. 
That test of.character and power is 
yet to be met by him. 

Meanwhile it is encouraging to hear 
from Senor Palma that he lays strong 
stress upon the educational needs of 
his people. He stands for the univer- 
sal and compulsory instruction of-the 
Cubans of school age in the essentials 
of a practical education. He is phi- 
losopher and statesman enough to 
know that liberty is a high explosive 
in the hands of an ignorant people. 
History informs him that power, self- 
respect, emulation and true patriotism 
come rationally and efficiently only to 
those who can read, write and calcu- 
late in the figures and facts of daily 
commerce. It is most encouraging, 
then, to find the president declaring 
that he will uphold and even .wx- 
tend the good work in education 
already inaugurated under American 
difection. 

Equally commendable is his purpose 
to adhere to the practical and success- 
ful processes of sanitation introduced 
and enforced by the military govern- 
ment since

Senor 
Palma has studied carefully the work 
performed by our American surgeons 
and sanitary engineers and declares 
his intention to maintain the policy of 
cleanliness that has made Cuba a 
place of desire and delight instead of 
phenomenal disease and death rates. 

In other pertinent’ branches of gov- 
ernment Senor Palma asserts his in- 
tention to follow American models. 
He has learned the simplicity and suf- 
ficiency of our republican scheme of 
government and will rather follow our 
examples than risk any new and 
doubtful experiments. 

He does not believe that annexation 
is a near possibility. Because. the 
Cubans have fought often and paid 
dearly to realize their passion for in- 
dependence, he believes they will not 
be swilt to surrender it, even for the 
great and practical benefits of a union 
with this greater republic. We would 
hardly expect the new president to 
speak otherwise. Patriotism, personal 
pride and gratitude for the high honor 
conferred upon him lay him under the 
obligations of noblesse oblige. But we 
believe he will, after a sufficient ex- 
perience in the palace at Havana, ar- 
rive at the conclusion that the wisest, 
happiest and most beneficent disposi- 
tion possible for the Cubans will be to 
come into the great federal union of 
free and independent commonwealths, 
joining “la estrella solitaire” to the 
imperishable galaxy that blazons Old 
Glory! 
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Dramatic Censorship. 

At the present session or the New 
York legisiature a measure has becn 
introduced providing that after May 1, 
1902, all theatrical presentations shall 
be under the supervision, control and 
jurisdiction of a board of examiners, 
whose duty it shall be to pass upon 
all plays, dramas, comedies, tragedies 
and operas, with the view to properly 
safeguarding the morals of the pub- 
lic. | 

Undoubtedly if there is a state in 
the union which calls for the enact- 
ment of such a law it is the state of 
New York, for the vilest, as well as 
the best, productions of the modern 
dramatic art emanate from the great 
metropolis; and if the state of New 
York provides some measure for pre- 
venting the presentation of unwhole- 
some and immoral performances the 
entire country will share in the bene- 
fits of the enactment. 

Every lover of sound morality will 
devoutly hope that the proposed meas- 
ure will pass both houses of the New 
York legislature and be engrossed 
upon the statute book. But in order to 
get the best results from the proposed 
legislation it should he followed up by 
the enactment of similar measures in 
every. state in fhe union. The time 
has come when the morals of the com- 
munity demand that fndecencies upon 
the dramatic stage should cease.

DEPOT LETTER 


S EVERAL of the railroads entering At- 
lanta have, throvgh their presidents, 
written letters to Governor Oandler ac- 
Knowledging receipt of the letter from 
him as chairman of the depot commission, 
containing a copy. of the depot bill as 
passed by the legislature. 

These letters have been received from 
the Central of Georgia: and the Georgia, 
among others, and while they give no in- 
dication of the attitude fhese railroads 
will assume toward building the new de- 
pot, they state that the officials in ques- 
tion will take the matter under consider- 
ation, and reply definitely as soon as it 
is possible to do so. 

Governor Candler has no-idea when the 
replies to his letter will be received, but 
he expects to hear within the course 
of two or three weeks. As soon as he 
gets replies from all the rajlroads he 
will call) another meeting of the com- 
mission and it will then be decided what 
that body will: have to do. 

There appears to be no reason so far 
for anticipating that the replies from the 
railroads will be adverse, and expressfons 
with regard to the outcome of the mat- 
ter continue to be most hopeful. 


THE STATE’S FINANCES. 


A® -impression appears to have been 
created in certain-quarters on account 
of the.use of the public property fund 
to pay the interest on the bonded debt, 
and the further fact that the governor 
may have to borrow $200,000 to. get through 
the present year, that the state’s finances 
are in a condition frum which they can- 
not recover except by extraordinary econ- 
omy and perhaps increased taxation. 

Such, however, is not the case. The 
conditian into which the states finances 
had fallen was due to two principal 
"causes, The first was the fact that the 
state had fallen behind in the payment of 
teachers, and by decision of the supreme 
court was no longer allowed to use the 
publie property fund with which to meet 
these payments until the nfoney was 
The second cause 
was the heavy extraordinary appropria- 
tions made by the lIast legislature, 
amounting to about $250,000. Another 
cause of anxiety in some quarters is that 
this condition will be kept up on ac- 
count of the appropriations made to build 
the Atlanta depot. ‘ 

The extraordinary appropriations which 
were for new buildings at the state sani- 
tarium, the state university and for 
cther purposes will not have to be made 
thi syear, so the state’s expenses will be 
$2504900 less. 

In the next place there will be increased 
property returns next year, as there have 
been for many years past, amounting to 
something like $20,000,000 or more. This 
means an increased income for the state 
of $100,000 to $125,000, so that while the 
state’s expenses will be much less the 
income will be considerably greater. The 
amount thus made up will be almost suf- 
ficient to enable the state tu make prompt 
payments to the school teachers without 
the necessity of borrowing. 

The outlook is that by 1908 the state’s 
financial troubles will all be smoothed 
over without the necessity of taking any 
unusual oteps. 


SMITH WRITING LETTER. 

HE reports are that Hon. James M. 

Smith, of Oglethorpe, is still feeling 
his way in the governorship race, and it 
may be that something definite from him 
will shortly be forthcoming. 

“I don’t know what encouragement he 
is receiving,’’ remarked a poliuician from 
Mr. Smith's section of the country yes- 
terday, “but I do know that Jim Smith 
is still writing letters to the people in 
my section, and I presume he is senuing 
them all over the state. The people over 
my way think he is very anxious to get 
into the race, but wants to get more as- 
surances of support than he has yet had 
before making a definite announcement.”’ 

Several of Mr. Smith’s friends who 
have visited Atlanta recently say there 
has been no change in hig determination 
since the adjournment of the legislature, 
and at that time he was determined to 
get into the race if there was any way 
to do it. :

ESTILL IN THE NAVY. 

Co J. H. ESTILL. of Savan- 

nah, who is a candidate for governor, 
served at one time in the confederate 
navy, a fact which is unknown to many 
of hig friends in the state. Speaking of 
this servicer, L. A. McCarthy, who was 
an engineer in the confederate navy and 
knew the facts, said to a representative 
of The Constitution: 

“Everybody knows that Savannah's 
candidate for governor was a confed- 
erate soldier, but there are only a few 
who are aware Of the fact that for a 
‘very brief period he served his country 
in the na@y. What has been said of 
his many good qualities reminds me of 
an incident in his life with which I had 
something to do. Certainly he has never 
received the credit which is justly his 
dGue for his prominent characteristic— 
that is, hie promptness in taking hold 
of anything and doing the best he can 
with it. Lie was that way from boy- 
hood, and those who knew him then 
have not been surprised to see his prog- 
ress until he has reached the foremost 
rank among the citizens of our city and 
state. 

“My acqtaintance with Colonel Estill 
goes back to boyhood days,” . coktinued 
the officer, “when he was a printer ap- 
prentice, a school boy; @ member of a 
boys’ circus, and when I was his part- 
ner in a panorama. In later years I sol- 
diered with him at Fort Pulaski, and 
after the war I was a member of the 
volunteer fire company, the Metropolitan, 
of which he was president. He is a 
quiet, modest man, but he comes nearer 
being ‘all Man’ then any one whom I can 


red in the sixties, those times that tried - 
men's souls and their bodies as well. I 
remember him, when iti the same com- 
mand, as always prompt in the dis- 
charge of his duties as a soldier. The 
fortunes of war, however, separated us. 
Hie went to Virginia, and I became 2n 
engineer in the confederate states navy 
and was assigned to duty at Savannab, 
reporting to Commodore Tattnall. At 
that time, though a practical machinist, 
1 had little experience in marine engines. 
While awaiting orders, which came al- 
most too suddenly, 1 was ass.gned to the 
gunboat Resolute, which had been hid 
up for some time, and which had orders 
to proceed down the river to assist in 
getting the ram Atlanta, then about to 
go out to attack the federal fleet in. 
Warsaw sound, off a bank at the mouth 
of Augustine creek. . 

“Having no assistant engineer, and 
with little practical experience, I thought 
that my friend Holly Estill, then at home 
from Virginia, as a friend who could help 
me in my new duties. He was some- 
thing of an engineer and machinist; he 
had run a stationary engine and studied 
steam engineering a little. He promptly 
responded to my call to go down the 
river and help me out in my first at- 
tempt at steamboat engineering. Consid- 
erable time was lost in getting the crew 
aboard, etc., and it was late in the even- 
ing when the bell rang to go ahead and 
we steamed out. into the stream. Boe- 
tween the mistakes of the officer in 
command and the pilot in ringing the 
bells and those of the engineer (myself) 
and the bad condition of the machinery, 
the engine ‘got on the center.’ En- 
gineers will understand what that means, 
And this is where Holly Estill came in. 
He rushed around with several of the 
crew yelling for a ‘capstan bar’ and suc- 
ceeded in getting one, and, they pried 
the engine off its center. ‘It is well the 
harbor had few crafts in it, or I fear 
we would never have reached the ram 
Atlanta. At last we got headed down 
the river and fortune favored us until 
we arrived at our destination. Prepa- 
rations were made to run out lines to 
the ram, but our pilot was not a success 
in the maneuvers to get alongside the 
iron monster; we made several attempts 
to ram the ram, and on each occasion 
our boat got the worst of it. 

“In one of these attempts the rudder 
chains were carried away and the en- 
gine got on its center and we struck the 
ram again. Our next governor could 
stand it no longer, and he made a leap 
from the starboard gangway of the Res- 
olute to the deck of the Atlanta. I am 
sure he has never forgotten that leap. 
It was the greatest jump I ever wit- 
nessed. Once on deck, -he reported the 
condition of affairs on the Resolute to 
the commander of the Atlanta, and t 
officer sent additional officers and men 
aboard our steamer, and my friend Bstill 
came back with them. We spent ,all 
night almost under the very nose of the 
yankee battery on Bird island in repair- 
ing damages, and when we. got back to 
the Atlanta in the morning she had been 
gotten off. We steamed back to Savane 
nah, hungry and worn out from our 
first experience as engineer and assistant 
in the naval service of the confederate 
states of America.” 


UNIVERSITY ENDOWMENT. 

HE endowment committee of the 

Alumni Association of the State uni- 
versity held an important meeting in the 
state library at the capitol yesterday. 
Among those present were Colonel Alex 
R. Lawton, of Savannah, chairman; Hon, 
Byrcn B. Bower, Jr., of Bainbridge; D. 
B. Hamilton, of Rome; Chancellor Walter 
B. Hil, treasurer, Charles M. Strahan 
and others. 

Treasuret Strahan reported to the com- 
mittee that he had collected about $13,500 
of the pearly $60,000 that was subscribed 
by the alumni as a centennial endowment 
fund... The fund is payable in five yearly 
installments and it will therefore be some- 
time before it is all collected. 

After a brief-consideration of the mat- 
ter the c@amittee instructed the treasurer 
to invest the funds collected in state of 
Georgia bonds, It is probable all of the 
money will be so invested until the en- 
tire fund is collected, when the alumni 
at one of their annual meetings will de- 
cide to what purpose it is to be devoted. 
The money will probably be used to put 
up some kind of buiiding on the campus 
at Athens.

AJOR J. W. WARREN, executive 
M secretary at the capitol, left the city 
last night for Tampa, Fla., where he will 
remain until March 1, visiting relatives. 
Major Warren always takes his vacation 
in the winter and is much benefited by 
his trips to Florida. 

Tomorrow will be the thirtieth anniver- 
sery of Major Warren’s services as execu- 
tive secretary. He began his work in this 
eapacity under the administration of Gov- 
ernor Smith in 1872 and has been contin- 
uously in the service of the state in that 
capacity for three decades. 

Major Warren suffered last year from a 
slight stroke of paralysis and, though he 
has not fully recovered, he has r 
much of his strength and has been at his 
desk aimost every day since he came 
back from Florida nearly @ year ago. He 
has given the best years of his life to the 
service of the state and has made an 
abie, a careful and a faithful official.

Commander Beecher Talks. 
In accepting the gavel, Commander R. 
P. Beecher spoke as follows: 


“Comrades and Friends: Called by your 
cordial kindness, as voiced by an unso- 
cited and unanimous vote, to a presid- 
ing positton over a company of choice 
Spirits, I am irresistibly impelled—and 
quite against my will—to lay aside the 
jollity that might jar you, and the 
levity which doth so easily beset me, 
and indulge for a tenth of the hour that 
is ours in a heart to heart talk. 

“The Grand Army of the Republic 
occupies a position unique among men— 
and especially the little posts that are 
almost lost beneath the southern skies— 
In that it lives on alien soil, and while 
other orders—religious, beneficial, fra- 
ternal or what not—may grow and ex- 
pand to imperial dimensions, the Grand 
- Army must, in the nature, of things, ex- 
pire by. limitation ere many years have 
flown and remain a memory. The fra- 
grance of that memory depends, so far 
as our influence goes, on you and me. 

“Tf it be true, as Ralph Waldo Emerson 
said, there had not been a new idea 
since Shakespeare died, how much more 
palpably true it is that I, here and now, 
cannot add a néw note to the gospel 
of good will. . | 

“Nor is it’ my purpose to emphasize 
in this place, what has heretofore been 
better said by better men, but@o recall 
to your minds the not forgotten fact 
that the literature of conciliation began 
with Lincoln’s second ‘neaugural and 
the oratory of reconcillatfon was immor- 
talized\at Gettysburg. 

"The conviction grows upon me. as 
the years go by and as the inevitable end 
draws nigh, that in the last analysis 
the cause of the momentous struggle 
which gave birth to the Grand Army— 
and it was @ grand army—was the ‘First 
Great Cause of All.’ 

“Little as we understood it, it was 
God's war, and the mighty men of valor, 
in the blue and in the gray, were but 
kn'ghts—gallant knights ‘tis true—on the 
eternal chess board, and the little men 
of venom, fed on viper broth, whether 
in the south or in the north, were only 
nerveless pawns in the same Almighty 
plan. 

“The bravery of both contestants is 
disputed by none who know. You may 
recall the incident of the hostile and 
howling multitude at a ‘monster mass 
meeti in England which interrupted 
and t-called Henry Ward Beecher on 
the prolongation of our civil—but better 
called uncivil—war. ‘‘Why don't you 
whip the southerners in ninety days?’ 
they tauntingly inquired. He hurled back 
the instant reply: ‘Because they are 
Americans and not Eng! shmen.’ 

“Victor Hugo characterized the battle 
of Waterloo as superhuman genius 
against divine chance. I shall call it 
Providence, and divine Providence has 
ever been and ever will be, in the end, 
victor‘ous. 

“*To know all is to forgive all,’ yet let 
ws, nevertheless, be large enough and 
broad enough and brave enough to admit 
that our friends, the oldtime foe. have 
most to forgive and forget, and that 
victors who hre worthy the victory can 
afford to be generous. 

“In conclusion: I am not the first, in 
Greek mythology, or out of it, to chain 
my chariot to a star, and if I have any 
influence in the administration of affairs 
of O. M. Mitchel post during the ensuing 
year, ig will be my endeavor and my 
pride to follow, in ‘sweet reasonableness,’ 
the kindly example of our excellent re- 
tiring comménder, and the noble women 
of the Relief Corps on the blessed assur- 
ance that ‘the bravest are the tenderest, 
the loving are the daring.’ ”

LIVINGSTON SAVES ARTICLE 


Garment Was Confiscated Because It 


Was Not Stamped To Show That 
Skin Had Been Secured 
in the Proper Ter- 
ritory. 


Congreseman Lon Livingston has just 
secured an order from the Treasury de- 
partmnet at Washington which will prove 
of the greatest interest to a charming 
Ceorgia woman. 

@he and her husband are residents of 
a neighboring city 4nd have a host of 
friends in Atlanta. The young couple, 
who were married tast summer, went 
abroad on their bridal trip and when they 
returned recently the bride brought with 
her a handsome eeal skin sacque, pur- 
chased in London. 

After landing in New York they came 
on home, leaving thelr effects to follow 
later. When their trunks reached At- 
jlanta not long since, en route to their 
destination, théy were taken to the cus- 
tom house in order that fhe government 
authorities might ascertain if there was 
any duty to be collected on the things 
that had been brought back as souvenirs 
of the trip abroad. 

As soon as the seal skin sacque was 
brought to light the surveyor of customs 
began to dispaly considerable interest. 
He looked the garrfent over and then 
inquired if there was a certificate ac- 
companying it from the London firm. 
There was none, and then it was an- 
nounced t6 the astonished purchaser and 
his wife that the garment was confiscated 
by the government under the provisions 
of a peculiar law which congress had 
passed in regard to seal fisheries. 

It seems that there is a provision in 
this law which requires the stamping of 
the skins by cértain government officials 
abroad to show wnat they were not taken 
in territory where seal fisheries are pro- 
hibited. This particular sacque did not 
have such a stamp, and the young hus- 
Band knew nothing of the requirements, 


it seems. 

Another feature of the Taw is that gar- 
ments of this character, when confiscated, 
must be destroyed, but the seal skin in 
this instance will not suffer that fate, 
for Colonel Livingston has taken the mat- 
ter up with the treasury officials with 
such success that’ he has secured from 
them the right to have the garment re- 
turned to the house that sold it in Lon- 
don, which gives the owner a chance to 
get his money back. This is, however, 
the very best thing that cour; be done 
under the circumstances. It is said that 
the sacque, which is an exceedingly hand- 
some one, cost all of $500. — 

Surveyor Wimbish Talks. 

Surveyor of Customs, Wimbish was seen 
last evening and asked it he had received 
any [Instructions from.the treasury de- 
partment in regard to the disposition of 
the garment. He said he had not, but 
was awaiting instructions. 

“If it is true that an order has been s6e- 
cured allowing the owner to return the 
sacque,” said he, ‘I shall be very glad, 
because I really hated to think that I 
would have to burn that beautiful gar- 
ment. ft was clear that the young gen- 
tleman who bought it in London was not 
familiar with the law in regard tq séal 
fisheries and he certainly had my sym- 
pathy. The law was clear, however, and 
it was my duty to have destroyed the 
garment. I have already communicated 
with the treasury department regarding 
the case and am expecting an answer at 
any time.’’ 4 

Surveyor of Customs Wimbish also 
stated that a similar case developed last 
year and several very handsome seal skin 
garments were, for a time, dangerously 
near being destroyed according to the pro- 
visions of the law.

All Parties Met Yesterday in Attor- 
ney Luther Rosser’s Office and 
Letters Were Exchanged 
Withdrawing Objection- 
able Statements.

C. mmissioner Glenn withdraws the 
charges made against Mr. Rogers in a 
particularly severe letter, which ‘will be 
recalled; Mr. Rogers states that he in- 
tended no reflection upon Commissioner 
Glenn in his letter to Dr. Curry, and if 
any reflection can be implied he with- 
craws it. 

Following the exchange of letters to 
this effect Mr. Rogers withdrew his suit

On motion of Dr. Benson, Dr. Jarnagin 
and Dr. Richardson were appointed a 
committee to appear before the finance 
committee and ask for an 
appropriation for the year 1902, The pres- 
ent appropriation is $101,000, and at the 
end of this year only $4.07 remained in the 
treasury. The appropriation in 189 was 
$120,000, when the city was n&ich small- 
er. It is understood that $120,000 will be 
asked for this year. 

One of the plans of the board for the 
coming year is to establish a ward for 
contagious diseases at the Grady hosptal 
at a cost of $7,500. Ths suggeston was 
first madé by Dr. Bizzell, who has had 
the matter under consideration for some 
months. His idea is that>it should be 
a memorial ward dedicated to the mem- 
ory of the late Mrs. Henry W. Grady, and 
he feels certajn that enough private 
subscriptions can be secured to furnish 
it in a substantial manner. The plan 
has met with approval from all members 
of the board and Dr. Bizzell will begin 
at once to interest the philanthropic peo- 
ple of Atlanta in the jmportance of his 
project. 

The importance of making a thorough 
examination of all school children and 
vaccinating those who have not peen 
successfully vaccinated was discussed and 
it was agreed that the health officer 
should appoint a corps of physicians to 
assist him in this work. In thijs con- 
nection Dr. Kennedy stated that he used 
up all of the 11,000 vaccine points which 
the city had supplied him some time 
aga.

‘COUNCILMAN KEY. 
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He Offers a Solution of the Street Rail- 
way Tax Issue. 
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SEVERAL PLANS 
TO BE DISCUSSED 


Committee on Railways Will Meet 
Again Monday. 
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NO DECISION YET REACHED 


Councilman Key Has Proposal Which 
He Thinks Would Prove Sat- 
isfactory to the City. 


At the next meeting of. the special 
committee appointed to consider the sub- 
ject of a basis of consolidation of the 
street railway companies several propo- 
sitions will be submitted by various mem- 
bers, and it is hoped that some satis- 
factory solution will be reached. 

Among others, Councilman James L. 
Key has a plan which he considers fair 
to the city and to the railway people. 
Briefly stated, he proposes to levy a tax 
on a basis of 60 per cent of the valuation 
of the companies’ property, such valua- 
tion to be fixed by a committee of five 
citizens, none of whom shall be in any 
way connected with the railway compa- 
nies. According to this plan the subject 
of gross receipts would be eliminated 
entirely. 

Key’s Proposition. 

Following is the plan of Councilman 

Key in full: 


1. Every public utility corporation shall 
pay to the city a tax upon the value 
of its property just as private corpora- 
tions and individuals do. 

2. The actual value of the property of 
each corporation is to be ascertained 
each year by ascertaining the actual 
value of the stocks, bonds and debts 
of the corporation. From this is to be 
deducted the value of the property of 
each corporation lying outside the city. 

3. Upon this sum, reduced according | 
to the prevailing custom of estimatin 
the value of property: for taxation, nfl 
vided said sum is never to fall below 
6) per cent of the actual value of its 
properties, is to be calculated the 
amount of the tax due the city at the 
regular ad valorem rate of taxation. 
From this amount is to be deducted the 
amount which said corporation is to pay 
under its regular assessment as provided 
by law. 

The net balance is the sum which 
said corporation is to pay the city as a 
tax on its franchise. . 

4.The time for making estimate of 
valuation shall be the time fixed by law 
for the valuation of property for state 
and county tax. The time of payment 
to be the time for paying state and coun- 
ty tax. Collection of tax to be enforced 
by fi. fa. issued by clerk. Appraisement 
of the property to be made by board 
of five citizens appointed by the mayor 
and chairman of the finance committee. 
Board to have the power to compel at- 
tendance of witnesses and production of 
books and papers, members of board to 
be absolutely disinterested in any public 
utility corporation, and not to be akin 
to any One that is interested, to qualify 
under oath, to be eligible to reappoint- 
ment. 

6. Majority vote to control. result to de 
eertified to the mayor and general coun- 
cil, the result to be officially declared 
by it. 

6. These conditions to be engrafted on 
all franchises held by said corporations, 
to be assented to by corporation and be- 
come a covenant running with the fran- 
chise.

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Patrolman Exonerated of the 
Charge That He Failed 
To Report Gamblers, 


EVIDENCE PRESENTED 
DID NOT SHOW GUILT 


—— Witnesses Stated They Had 
Never Seen Grant Before Last 
Night—Board To Appear 
Before Finance Commit- 

tee on Wednesday. 


The board of police commissioners, in 
Special session, last night exonerated Pa- 
trolman T. 8. Grant of the charges that 
he had been in a room where gambling 
Was in progress, had participated in a 
game and had failed to report gambling. 
There was not the least evidence show- 
ing that Grant was guilty of the 
charges. 

Several witnesses were introduced, but 
they all testified they were utterly ig- 
norant of Grant’s connection with any 
gaming, stated that-they had never seen 
him about a game, and the majority 
of them testified that they did not know 
the patrolman and had never seen him 
before last night. After this evidence 
had been presented, Commissioner John- 
sOn moved that the charges be dismissed. 
Dr. Fox seconded the motion, and by a 
vote of the board the patrolman was 
acquitted. 

One witness stated that Grant came 
into a room at the Jackson hotel where 
& game had been in progress, but that 
at the time several men were eating 
their supper. Judge J. T. Pendleton 
represented Grant and he explained this 
by saying that the patrolman had been 
informed his nephew was in the hotel 
and that he had gone there to look for 
him; that he passed the room and asked 
the witness, with whom he was acquaint- 
ed, about his nephew. 

Chief Ball instituted the case on the 
information that two of the witnesses 
had testified before the grand jury that 
Grant was in the room at the time a 
game was in progress. He then sum- 
moned several other men, whom he says 
have pleaded guilty to gaming in the 
city court. 

Chief Ball states that he desires to 
have every rule of the department en- 
forced and that the is simply’ working 
for the betterment of the department. 
He is striving to bring the force up to a 
high standard of efficiency and his ef- 
forts are proving successful. 

To Go Before Council. 

Chief Ball's annual report was read 
before the board and made ga good im- 
pression. The substance of the report 
has previously been published. It is com- 
plete in every detail and shows the ex- 
cellent work done by the department 
during the past year. The chief takes 
occasion to pay a high tribute to the 
ifaithfulness and efficiency of the men 
under him and also to the different de- 
partments in general. 

The board decided to appear in a body 
before the finance committee of the city 
council next Wednesday morning and 
present the plea of the department for 
anaadequate appropriation. An increase 
over the appropriation of last year will 
be requested, as several recommenda- 
tions made in the chief's report call for 
additional expense and are regarded as 
absolutely necessary. 

On motion of Commissioner Jones, Pa- 
trolman Dukes was transferred from 
duty in Oakland cemetery to Inman 
Park and Patrolman Lackey from Inman 
Park to duty in the cemetery. Several 
other routine matters were disposed of 
land the board adjourned to meet in 
regular session Monday night.

states hold about 300,000 more than at this 
time last year. Too much importance is given 
to the Texas movement by operators, where it 
is known the crop is short, and the excess in 
other states. is ignored. Should receipts con- 
tinue to increate over last year it is doubt- 
ful whether present values can be maintained. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 10.—Stocks in and afloat 
for Liverpa®8 show an increase of 382,000 
over :ast year and 409,000 balez over the year 
tefore. The movement for the week exceeds 
all estimates, being 365,000 bales. This makes 
the total movement more than 200,000 bales 
ahead of last ~ear. In the interior towns re- 
ceipts afte more than those of last week and 
lest year. The falling off is in Texas and the 
increase at the vuther towns as a whole is 
therefore larger. Tomorrow the visible supply 
will show another increase over that of last 
season.

May sold at 8.19 and 
showed a great deal of strength in the face of 
unfavorable market factors.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 10.—The condition of neg- 
lect and professionalism into which the stock 
market is falling became more evident today, 
not only in the smaller volume of the trading, 
but in the eccentric’ fluctuations of prices. 
The net changes in the majority of the list 
will be found narrow; but the day’s range was 
considerable and the changes constant and va- 
rious, The rule of operation has fallen back to 
the professional room traders’ basis of selling 
on advances and buying on slight recessions. 
The speculation continued quite active in Su- 
gar and Manhattan, but even in, these the 
characteristics were professiona). In Sugar ai- 
tempts were made to jift the stock On the as- 
sumption that Cuban duties would be remit- 
ted. Manhattan was affected by realizing, but 
was lifted at one time a point over yesterday. 
Generally speaking, the characteristic of the 
market was dullness, due to the lack of outside 
interest and discontinuance of operations by 
the larger speculative interests. The tone leanel 
toward ~depression, as the lack of demand 
made the market vulnerable to even light sell- 
ing pressure, The abondonment of the bull cam- 
paign in United States Steel and the desire to 
await a better defiged stdtus for the Northern 
Securities Company were general considerations 
detracting from speculative interest. The an- 
nouncement of the suspension of a trust and 
savings institution in Cleveland was regarded 
as an episode, unimportant in its immediate 
results, but which has a rather sinister sig- 
nificance in its possible ulterior bearings. The 
suspension was associated tn the Wal) street 
mind with the difficulties of the Everett-Moore 
syndicate, which have been a rather depressing 
circumstance in the Wall street background 
for some time past. The feeling in favor of 
conservatism in the extension of both credits 
and speculative ventures was strengthened by 
this @vent. There has been an extensive spec- 
wjation in Delaware and Hudson on a confident 
assumption that the dividend on the stock was 
to be increased. This assumption was strength- 
ened by the action of the New Jersey Central 
directors in jumping their dividend rate from 
5 to 8 per cent, The action of the Delaware 
antl Hudson directors today ip limiting the dis- 
tribution of last year’s profits to 7 per cent, 
to be disbursed quarterjy, was thefefore @ 
keen disappointment, as it represented no bet- 
ter return than that of last year. The stock 
was sold heavily, causing a break of 6 points 
with an influence on ‘the: whole market. The 
unchanged dividend on Louisville and Nashville 
was also a disappointment, though in a much: 
less degree. The market failed entirely to re- 
spond to the promise of a favorable bank state- 
ment tomorrow.

New York, January 10.—London was deprers?

the bearish professionals due to a failure of a 
Cleveland banking institution. ‘ Atchison was 
heavy, selling down on an unconfirmed rumor 
that the company would issue $20,000,000 
bonds for the purchase of a new railroad. Read- 
ing was sold on the strength of a report that 
the pools had liquidated a large part of their 
holdings, while pressure was brought to bear 
on United States Steel, but declines tvere only 
fractional.

The hardwood floor just laid in the new 
Carnegie library will he rejected unless 
certain changes are made ané it is put in 
a satisfactory condition.

‘he trouble over the matter, which has 
been pending for some days, led the 
American Lumber Company to send a 
representative, a Mr. Hinckley, to At- 
lanta, and they have emploved Walter 
R. Brown to represent them in the mat- 
ter. | 

Up to vesterday it was supposed that 
scme settlement would be reached, but 
the action of the ccmmittee-on building 
and grourds, which wll probably be ap- 
proved by the trustecs, means that there 
can be no settlement unless the floor is 
fixed. 

The amount Involved is something like 
$700 or $800, and, it is said, unless there 
is a settlemert, Mr. Brown will file suit 
for his client to reccver for the material 
furnished.

“With the unmprecedented holiday business 
ended, transporting facilities are more nearly 
adequate for regular. requirements. Merchan- 
dise moves to consumers more promptly. and 
in the iron region there is less interruption 
to work because of insufficient fuel. Normal 
conditions have by no means returned, however, 
and it will be somne time before shippers can 
safely guarantee deliveries on a eaulied date, 
Buying of staple commodities is on a large 
scale, fully sustaining quotations at a high 
jevel, except in the few instances where efforts 
were made to hold prices. above the point war- 
ranted by the ratio of needs to supplies. Labor 
controversies are few and unimportant, while 
the new year has brought advances in the 
rate of wages at many points. 

‘Holiday’ idleness, inventories and annual 
overhaulings were all cut down to the lowest 
possible jimit at iron and steel plants in the 
effort to meet urgent demands from custom- 
ers. Although railways largely augmented 
supplies of rolling stock during 1901, contracts 
for this year’s delivery already aggregate many 
months full capacity of shops. 

“Activity continues at cotton mills, although 
domestic buying is on a moderate scale. Ex- 
porters are bidding freely for heavy goods, but 
as a rule fall short of holders’ views, and lit- 
tle new business is recorded. 

‘“‘Reports of unfavorable weather in winter 
wheat regions stimulated prices, and there was 
further support in the general resumption of
